The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  was  46_  compared- 
with  109  the  previous  year. 

Only  12  cases  of  measles,  were  notified  compared  with  107  the  previous 

year. 

2 cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  compared  with  nil  in  1.967.. 

There  were  6 cases  of  food  poisoning  notified  compared  with  nil 
the  Drevious  year.  - One  case  occurred  in  a child  who  had  been  infected  'when 
returning  home  from  holiday.  The  cause  of  thus  was  salmonella  panama  and 
she  took  two  months  to  clear  up.  Family  contacts  remained  clear. 

5 cases  were  due  to  salmonella  newport  and.  were  connected  with 
another  case  in  an  adjoining  area.  All  cases  took  several  weeks  to 
become  clear  of  infection.  Family  contacts  were  followed  up  by  constant 
bacteriological  examination  and  all  proved,  negative. 

There  was  a case  of  salmonella  typhimurium  which  occurred  in  a 
child  when  she  was  residing  in  another  area.  Although  this  occurred 
during  August,  she  is  still  excreting  the  organism  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

23  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified.  . In  1 case,  the  child  had  come 
to  the  area  for  a holiday  and  was  taken  ill  as  soon  as  she  arrived  and  only 
remained  here  in  isolation  for  a few  days.  The  other  22  were  mostly 
children  and  the  epidemic  was  connected  with  cases  notified  in  the  surrounding 
district.  All  had  some  contact  with  the  infants’  school.  Family  contacts 
were  followed  up  by  bacteriological  examination  and  7 were  found  to  be  excreting 
sonnei  dysentery.  All  cases  have  taken  a very  long  time  to  clear  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  12  cases  and  1 contact  were  still  excreting  the  organism. 

There  was  one  case  of  infective  jaundice  which  occurred  in  a school 
child.  This  disease  was  made  generally  notifiable  in  June  1968.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA  - - ----- 

SEWERAGE 

Tire  construction  of  the  new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Pla  s-yn-Dre 
occupying  approximately  2.7  acres  of  land,  was  completed  and  put  into 
ooeration  in  June. 

The  Scheme  . is  designed  to.. deal-with-a -population  of  3 ,000.  The 

site  is  above  flood  level  with  road  access  from  Pla s-yn-Dre  Farm  in 
Station  Road. 

Pumpiner  capacity  is  sufficient  to  discharge  6 times  the  dry  weather 
sewage  flow  to  the  treatment  works,  and  diluted  storm  water  in  excess  of 
this  is  allowed  to  overflow  above  flood  level  to  the  River  Conway. 

The  treatment  works  include  upward  flow  type  settlement  tanks  with 
power  driven  scraperSAfor  the  removal  of  -ac-cumula-ted  sludge.  There  are 
two  revolving  filter  beds,  and  two  upward  flow  humus  tanks  with  power 
driven  scrapers.  After  treatment  the  effluent  is  discharged  into  the 
River  Conway.  Sludge  treatment  is  carried  out  in  15  drying  beds  before 
disposal  on  the  refuse  tip  when,  it  is  covered  with  soil. 

28  samples  of  sewage  were  taken  for  chemical  analyses.  These  were 
taken  at  various  stages  of  treatment  and  were  generally  found  to  be 
satisfactory  the  resulting  final  effluents  complying  with  the  general 
standard  of  the  Royal  Commission. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supoly  to  the  town  is  controlled  and  administ-ered- by  the 
West  Denbighshire  and  West  Flintshire  Water  Board.  Water  is  obtained  from 
Crafnant  Lake  in  Caernarvonshire  and  Llyn  Conwy  in  Denbighshire.  It  is 
chlorinated  both  at  Cae  Crwn,  Crafnant,  Trefriw,  and  at  Llyn  Conwy,  and 
has  been  satisfactory  during  the  year  both  in  quantity  and  quality.

Forty  six  samples  of  water  from  the  public  mains  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  reoorted  as  follows  by  the  Public 
Bacteriologist. 


Weekly  sampling  of  water  from  the  Break  Pressure  Tank  commenced  in 
August.  One  sample  only  (Class  3)  was  unsatisfactory.  Sampling  of  raw 
water  was  discontinued  beginning  of  July. 

One  sample  of  water  was  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  and  reported 
as  satisfactory.

SCAVENGING  AND  REFUSE  -DISPOSAL 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  means  of  ;one  ’Karri er T 
Bantam  low  loading  metal  covered  vehicle.  A weekly  collection  is  maintained 
throughout  the  urban  area. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Plas-yn-Dre  ^fields  and  is  controlled 
by  depositing  layers  of  soil  on  the  tip  surface.  Tills'  work  is  done 
approximately  every  three  days  by  mean, s.  of  a Ferguson  tractor  with  high 
lift  loading  shovel.  No  complaint  was  received  during  the  year.  The 
total  cost  of  the  refuse  collection  and  disposal  for  the  financial  year 
ended  31st  March  1968  was  £3415. 

Further  consideration  was  given  during  the  year  to  the  necessity  of 
providing  alternative  land  to  Plas-yn-Dre  fields  for  the  purpose  of  domestic 
refuse  tipping.  This  land  is’ gradually  being  filled,  and  the  Council  have 
approached  the  neighbouring  Nant  Conway  Rural  District  Council'  regarding  the 
use  of  the  Dolgarrog  tip,

In  addition  to  the  usual  tests  of  quality  four  samples  of  milk  were 
examined  for  the  presence  of  antibiotics  with  a negative  result  in  each 
case.  All  the  other  samples  were  certified  by  the  Public  Analyst  to  be 
genuine  and  free  from  .all  prohibited  preservatives  and  colouring  matter. 

4s  you  will  no  doubt  observe,  the  year  has  been  quite  satisfactory 
and  the  amount  of  trouble  small.  Although  stringent  economy  measures 
will  prevail  during  the  next  financial  year,  this  should  in  no  way  effect 
the  sampling  programme. 

Two  particular  features  worth  commenting  on  are  the  new  medicines  /let 
and  the  publication  of  the  Analysts  reoort  on  pesticidal  residues.  4s  yet 
I have  not  had  much  time  to  study  the  new  Act,  but  it  would  appear  that 
much  more  stringent  provisions  will  be  made  with  regard  to  medicines  and 
drugs  generally.  The  pesticidal  residue  reoort  is  published  by  the 
association  of  Public  Analysts  325  Kennington  Road,  London  S.H.  11,  and  deals 
with  the  first  12  months  of  the  joint  scheme  which  has  been  in  operation 
throughout  England  and  Wales.

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During  the  year,  the  mobile  dental  unit  included  visits  to  the 
following  schools.  Eglwysbach  infants  and  junior;  Llanrwst  infants  and 
junior;  Llanddoget  infants  and  junior;  Dyffryn  Conway  Comprehensive 
School;  Cap  el  Garmon  infants  and  junior;  Pentrevoelas  infants  and 
junior.  In  addition,  children  from  the  following  schools  were  treated 
at  Pentrevoelas:-  Ty'n  y Felin,  Cerrigydrudion,  Dinmael,  Llanfihangel 
and  Ilangwm.' 

Previously,  treatment  of  pupils  from  these  schools  was  necessarily 
Carried  out  on  the  premises  under  difficult  conditions  or  at  clinics  at  some 
distance  away,  which  meant  that  the  pupils  concerned  lost  time  (which  would 
otherwise  have  been  spent  in  the  classroom)  in  travelling  to.  and  from  the 
clinic.  The  use  of  a mobile  clinic  also  minimizes  dental  officers’  lost 
time  through  broken  apoointments,  and  is  welcomed  both  by  parents  and 
teachers.  Mr.  Reid  the  Dental  Officer  operating  the  unit  says  ’remarks 
by  school  teaching  and  ancillary  staff  and  many  ratepayers  who  have 
visited  the  unit  show,  without  exception,  interest  and  enthusiasm  for 
it’.  He  also  expresses  his  appreciation  of  the  kidness  of  Mrs.  ^ynne 
and  the  staff  at  Llanrwst  infants  school  for  their  presentation  of  a 
collection  of  decorations  for  the  walls  of  the  unit. 

Prevention  of  Dental  Disease. 

This  should  be  the  first  aim  of  a local  authority  health  service. 

In  this  respect,  it  is  appropriate  to  note  the  statement  which  the" 

Minister  of  Health  made  to  Parliament  in  October  1968.-  He  said  'fluoridated 
water  has  been  supnlied  for  some  years  in  Anglesey,  Watford  and  Birmingham. 

I am  pleased  to  say  that,  since  April,  of  this  year,  five  more  fluoridation 
schemes  have  started,  one  in  Lincolnshire,  two  in  Warwickshire,  one  covering 
parts  of  Worcestershire  and  Warwickshire,  and  one  covering  the  whole  of 
Newcastle  upon  Tyne  and  Gateshead  and  parts  of  Northumberland  and  County 
Durham.  The  total  population  receiving  fluoridated  water  in  England  and 
Wales  now  exceeds  two  million. 

I have  recently  written  to  local  health  authorities  urging  those 
who  have  not  alreadydone  so  to  adopt  this  valuable  preventive  health 
measure  as  soon  as  possible. 

In  order  to  assist  authorities  and  to  demonstrate  my  complete 
faith  in  the  efficacy  and  safety  of  fluoridation,  I have  abandoned  the 
time  limit  attached  to  my  offer  to  indemnify  local  health  authorities  and 
statutory  water  undertakings  against  the  cost  of  proceedings  brought 
on  the  grounds  of  injury  to  health  alleged  to  have  been  caused  by 
fluoridation.  Previously  the  indemnity  was  limited  to  proceedings 
started  before  A-Q^st  3rd  I960.' 

School  Health  Attendant. 

The  School  Health  Attendant  visited  the  schools  for  the  purpose 
of  routine  testing  of  children’s  vision  and  hearing.  Children  who  were 
found  to  have  defective  hearing  and  / or  vision  were  followed  up  and 
referred  to  a consultant  for  further  examination  where  necessary.  Boys 
aged  10  years  have  a colour  vision  test  in  addition  to  vision  tests.

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Speech  Therapy  Clinic. 


The  speech  therapy  clinic  is  held  in  Lianrwst  each  week  and 
liaison  is  maintained  with  colleagues  in  the  Health  and  Education 
Department,  and  with  schools  in  the  district.  We  are  most  fortunate  in 
in  t^e  County,  in  having  a.  Welsh  Speech  Therapist,  and  approximately 
50%  of  the  children  have  treatment  in  Welsh.  The  speech  therapists  are 
often  asked  to  comment  on  the  problems  encountered  by  a child  who  is 
learning  to  speak  in  a bilingual  environment.  Most  children  acquire 
two  or  three  languages  quite  easily,  but  some  are  a little  slow  in 
becoming  fluent.  They  may  require  help,  and  it  is  often  advisable 
to  use  one  language  for  a time  in  order  to  avoid  confusion. 

The  speech  therapy  clinic  is  well  attended  and  parents  appear 
to  be  most  grateful  for  the  advice  and  treatment  offered.
